Defiance to the Law, having ſerv'd double Ap- 
prenticeſhips mou his Brethren in Iniquity in 
a, Country allotted them in lieu of a worſe De- 
ſtiny due to their Crimès, he ſtray les up. and 
down till he finds a Colony of n Stamp, 
innocent in Principle and Practice, but ignorant 
of crafty Subtilties and Knavery, and conſe- 
quently fitteſt to make Tools of for our Hero, 
who with Huff and Bluſter begins to fer up for 
a Perſon of Reputation and Character, and by 
his Eloquence, or rather Noiſe, at fitſt broughr 
many Innocents to give Credit ſo. much to him, 
as had like to be their and many others Ruin; 
for Knaves, by the Countenance and Miſtakes 
of honeſt Men, often find Means. to entich 
themſelves upon the Ruins of others, as appears 
by the Character before-going our Hero has 
_ done. And. in order to gain his darling 
Point abſolute Power, he (well knowing that 
honeſt, Men. are moſt apt to be too credulous) 
took Pains, in publick and private, to perſwade 
his new Acquaintance that he is a Man of much 
Honour, Truth, and Sincerity, tho' in Reality 
has not the leaſt Title to any of theſe: Virtucs, 
as his Actions manifeſtly denote : And to com- 
plete. his Work, he alſo ſets up and engages o- 
thers in the Service, to expoſe him as a Man of 
incomparable Art and Skill in the Law, and there- 
ſore. dreadful. to be oppoſed, Having prevailed 
on his. Fellow Citizens to believe him thus qua- 
liked, and formidable, he ſoon ty'd them to his 
own, Meaſures: Firſt, he obtains from the Lord 
of the Sail the Value of ſeveral thouſand Pounds 
tor Services pretended, though in Reality he has

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been the greateſt Enemy his Benefactor had, as 
well before as fince the Donation, by introdu- 
cing Arbitrary Power to himſelf, and — 
the Government ſo uneaſy as to make and cauſe 
many Perſons deſerting it: And to ſhow his fur- 
ther Gratitude, he took from his Benefa&or the 
$13 of being Landlord of a new-made City, 
and by a Wield got himſelf Maſter of it, againſt 
the known Right and Inclination of his 3 
factor. 

Add to his Ingratitude his indelible Character 
of never forgetting or forgiving any (tho meer- 
ly ſuppoſed) Injury, and never to omit execut- 
ing Revenge, tho he moſt publickly ſacrifices 

ruth, Honour, Common 2 and Ho- 
neſty in the Attempt; many Inſtances of which 
may be had in the foregoing Hiſtory of his Life. 
Among others, to be reveng'd of a Religious 
Society (againſt all which he bears mortal Ha- 
tred) he afirmed at the Head of a publick Aſſem- 
bly, that he never adviſed in the making a Deed 
__ the Intereſt of the {aid Society; though 
the contrary appeared under his own Hand. At 
another time, to gratify his Pique againſt a pri- 
vate Perſon, he vow'd in open Court againſt 
molt notorious Truths: Upon the like Occafion 
he affirmed a Bond to have been given three ſe- 
vera] times to certain Purpotes, when the con- 
trary was well known to him; yet would he 
ruin the Trade of his Country rather than be 
debarr'd of his Revenge. Has he not been the 
Man of that Honour that at Night ſtood for 
Hours belore a Gentleman's Door (open in 
warm Weather) to hear what paſs'd in Conver- 
ſation within between the Gentleman and his 
9 5 Company 
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Company over an innocent Bottle, and has he 
not communicated to a Magiſtrate what paſled 
in that Company? Having riggled himſelf into 
a Station near the Seat of Judicature, whoſe Ru- 
lers he well knew to be ignorant, has he rot 
impoſed on them by his Influence to make Or- 
ders and Decrees againſt all Law and Equity, 
and thereby moſt unjuſtly depriv'd honeſt Men 
of ſeveral hundred Pounds that he knew to be 
their juſt Right; and has he not uſed much Arr 
and Cunning to bring the ſole Power of Judica- 
ture into his Hand, and Mens Properties to be 
by him arbitrarily determin'd ? Nothing is more 
notorious than his Attempts by Threats and 
Menaces to intimidate ſome from giving juſt E- 
vidence againſt him, and by falſe Stories and 
| ſham Pretences endeavoured to perſwade others 
to give falſe Evidence for him againſt the Wi- 
dow and Fatherleſs. Has he not betray'd an 
Aſſembly into the ingrateful Crime of ſupplant- 
ing a known powerful Friend, to prefer an In- 
ſtrument of his, in order to make him the more 
ſolicitous in defending him * the juſt Claim 
of the Widow and Orphan? Has he not been 
ſo cruel to a poor Man, only for relating what 
he had heard a Magiſtrate in open Court (in the 
Country where our Hero is beſt known) ſay of 
his vile Character, as to procure his Bread 
to be taken from him and his Family, which 
coſt them their Lives ſoon after. 
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
